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HEAVY  CORN  CHOP  IN  RUMANIA 

The  1929  production  of  corn  in  Rumania  is  of ficially-  estimated  at 
251,432,000  "bushels,  according  to  information  cabled  "by  Acting  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Dawson  at  Berlin,     This~  estimate  compares  with  108,512,000 
bushels  in  1928,  139,092,000  bushels  in  1927  and  229,902,000  bushels  for 
1926.     The  present  estimate  is  the  highest  on  record,  surpassing  the  1926 
crop  by  over  20,000,000  "bushels.     It  is  estimated  that  about  100,000,000 
bushels  of  the  current  crop  will  be  available  for  export. 

SMALLER  INDIAN  SUGAR  CANE  ACREAGE 

The  first  forecast  of  the  acreage  planted  to  sugar  cane  in  India 
for  the  1929-30  season  is  placed  at  2,486,000  acres  or  6.1  per  cent  below 
the  first  forecast  for  the  1928-29  crop,  according  to  cabled  advices  from 
the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.     The  current  figure  is  the 
smallest  to  b«  reported  for  several  years.     See  table,  page  363. 


CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

Prices  in  foreign  butter  markets  advanced  during  the  week  ended 
August  22.    At  Copenhagen  the  official  quotation  as  of  that  date  was  the 
equivalent  of  36,2  oent 3  per  pound  against  34.8  a  week  earlier.    New  Zealand 
butter  at  London  was  quoted  at  37.8  cents  against  37.0  the  previous  Thursday. 
Nearly  8,000,000  pounds  cf  butter  were  reported  as  afloa.t  from  New  Zealand 
and  Australia  on  August  17.    Ninety-two  score  "butter  in  New  York  declined 
a  half  cent  to  43  cents  during  the  week,  thus  narrowing  the  margin  in  favor 
of  domestic  markets  to  about  7  cents  over  Copenhagen.     See  details  on  page  365. 

In  the  German  hog  market,  Berlin  prices  for  heavy  animals  during  the 
week  ended  August  21  averaged  slightly  easier  at  $18.42  per  100  pounds,  accord- 
ing to  information  cabled  by  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson,  In 
lard,  however,  Hamburg  quotations  averaged  higher  at  $14.01,  although  still 
below  last  year's  levels.     See  table,  page  365, 

The  British  cured  pork  market  showed  a  tendency  toward  lower  prices 
for  American  products  during  the  week  endsd  August  21,  according  to  ca"bled 
advices  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London,    Liverpool  averages 
placed  American  green  "bellies  at  $19.55  and  short  cut  green  hams  at  $25,07 
per  100  pounds.    Danish  Wilt  shires,  however,  were  steady  at  $27,81,  while 
Canadian  green  sides  rose  to  $25,42,    American  prime  steam  western  lard  was 
up  at  $13.80.    All  of  the  American  products  noted  averaged  "below  last  year's 
prices.    See  table,  page  365. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

•  Wheat  pro  dug  tio  n  in  1929 

The  1929  wheat  production  in  26  countries  has  "been  reported  at 
2,208,223,000  bushels  against  2,347,565,000  bushels  in  the  same' countries 
in  1923  when  they  represented  50,  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  production 
exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.    Estimates  which  have  been  received. from 
16  European  countries  total  947,339,000  bushels  against  1,012,503,000  bushels 
in  1928.     See  table,  page  357. 

The  1929  production  of  wheat  and  the  other  principal  grain  creps  in 
Prussia  is  below  the  production  in  1928  according  to  August  1  official  esti- 
mates as  cabled  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
by  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  L.  Dawson  at  Berlin.    Prussia  is  an 
important  agricultural  state  in  Germany  representing  about  60  per  cent  cf 
the  total  German  wheat  crop,  57  per  cent  of  the  barley  crop,  70  per  cent  cf 
the  oats  crop  and  over  75  per  cent  of  the  rye  crop.    The  winter  wheat  crop 
is  estimated  at  59,414,000  bushels,  spring  wheat  at  6,357,000  bushels  and 
total  wheat  at  65,771,000  bushels  against  86,334,000  bushels  in  1923.  The 
winter  rye  crop  is  placed  at  239,041,000  bushels  against  251,443,000  bushels 
last  year.    Ho  estimate  of  spring  rye  production  is  given  but  spring  rye 
represents  only  a  small  part  of  the  total  rye  crop,  amounting  to  about 
2,000,000  bushels  annually.     See  table,  page  352."

In  Czechoslovakia,  however,  the  August  1  condition 
of  both  the  winter  and  spring  wheat  was  below  average;  winter  rye  medium,  and 
spring  rye  above  avsrugs,  according  to  the  officii  report.    The  1329  rye

Scattered  r&teiu  Tere  reported  over  Europe '-during  the  ffeek  sr. do d  August  22, 
Mr,  Dawson  reports.    Rather  low  tempore tna e:?' prevailed  during  the  latter 
half  of  the  w-3"k.    Excessive  heat  was  general  over  southern  Russia,  in- 
cluding the  lower  Volga  Region.     Seme  rain  foil  in  central  and  northern 
Rissia  but  :,tnorwise  the  weather  continued  dry. 

Russian  graixi  crop  reports  are  now  somewhat  less  optimistic,  Mr. 
Dawson  st.a"0?e.    Indications  are  that  the  total  bread  grain  crops  may  not 
be  greater  than  last  year,  while  the  -c  ^mereial  crop  may  e^er.  be  below 
last  year,  due  to  an  apparent  shaft  in  the  geograpnacal  distribution  of  the 
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crop  from  the  heavy  surplus  producing  eastern  areas  to  the  'Commercially 
less  important  western  and  the  deficit  northwestern  sections.  Spring 
wheat  production  particularly  appears  to  "be  considerably  "below  last  year. 
A  record  grain  crop  of  good  quality  is  reported  for  the  Transbaikalian 
region  in  the  Par  East,  according  to  Russian  press  reports. 

Argentina 

In  Argentina  moderate  temperatures  with  light  precipitation  pre- 
vailed during  the  week  ended  August  19.     In  the  corn  and  northern  wheat 
districts,  the  temperature  averaged  54  degrees,  or  2  degrees  above  normal, 
and  in  the  southern  wheat  districts  46  degrees  or  2  degrees  "below  normal. 
The  total  rainfall  was  0.2  inch  in  the  north  and  0.1  inch  in  the  south. 

Australia 

An  Australian  correspondent  of  this  office  writes  under  the  date  of 
July  23,  1929  that  after  making  exhaustive  inquiries,  ho  considers  that  the 
1929-30  wheat  crop  of  Australia  will  "be  about  60,000,000  bushels  less  than 
last  year  or  approximately  100,000,000  bushels.     Under  the  most  favorable 
conditions  Australia  could  harvest  a  crop  40,000,000  to  50,000,000  bushels 
less  than  last  year  but  a  continuance  of  the  conditions  prevailing  at  the 
time  of  writing  could  easily  reduce  the  crop  to  80,000,000  or  even 
70,000,000  bushels,  in  the  correspondent's  opinion. 

Die  condition  of  the  crop  in  Western  Australia  was  good  but  inquiries 
in  the  eastern  States  disclosed  -ooor  germination  and  lack  of  subsoil 
moisture  throughout.     In  some  sections  the  ceed  had  moulded  in  the  ground. 
There  were  regions,  however,  where  normal  crops  may  be  harvested  provid- 
ing good  rains  fell  in  August.     It  may  be  stated  here,  that  according  to 
reports  received  by  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau,  substantial  rains 
during  the  v/eek  ended  August  12  greatly  improved  the ■  prospects  in  the 
wheat  belt  of  New  South  Wales,  Queensland  and  northeastern  Victoria. 
Light  to  moderate  rains  and  good  growing  weather  were  reported  over  the 
greater  part  of  the  wheat  areas  during  the  week  ended  August  19. 

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  from  the  United  States  from  July  1  to 
August  17  were  21,693,000  bushels  against  13,389,000  bushels  during  the 
same  period  last  year.  The  export  of  4,872,000  bushels  during  the  week 
ended  August  17  was  the  second  highest  weekly  export  of  the  season.  Ex- 
ports during  the  week  ended  August  10  were  3,355,000  bushels  and  during 
the  week  ended  August  18,  1928  were  1,503,000  bushels. 
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Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada 
on  August  16  were  58,930,000  "bushels  as  compared  with  61,787, .000  bushels  on 
August  S  and  19,193,000  bushels  on  August  17  1328.    According  to  a  report  of 
the  Board  of  Grain  Commissioners  for  Canada.,  320, 456,000  bushels  of  wheat  were 
received  at  Port  William-Port  Arthur  during  the  year  ended  July  31  1923  and 
237,758,000  bushels  were  shipped  out,  of  which  233,602,000  bushels  were  ship- 
ped by  lake.     During  the  year  ended  July  31,  1928,  receipts  were  261,314,000 
bushels  and  shipments  were  259,243,000  bushels.    Exports  of  wheat  and  flour 
from  Canada  during  July  were  20,779,000  bushels  against  35,947,000  bushels 
last  year.     Total  exports  during  the  12  months  ended  July  31  1929  established 
a  new  high  record,  being  407,564,000  bushels  against  332,963,000  bushels 
during  the  year  ended  July  31  1928. 

Russia 

Russian  grain  procurements  during  the  current  marketing  year,  which 
began  on  July  1,  although  higher  than  last  year,'  are  still  regarded  as  in- 
sufficient, Mr.  Dawson  reports  from  Berlin.     The  plan  for  the  July- Sept ember 
quarter  was  executed  only  to  the  extent  of  15.6  per  cent  up  to  August  15. 
Unnecessary  competition  among  procuring  organizations,  opposition  of  rich 
peasants  and  a  shortage  of  sacks  and  transport  facilities  are  considered 
the  chief  factors  hindering  the  success  of  the  procuring  operations.  The 
procurements  in  Ukraine,  where  the  grain  crop  usually  matures  early,  amounted 
to  a  little  over  200,000  short  tons  during  the  first  half  of  August,  consti- 
tuting 35  per  cent  of  the  monthly  plan.    Bread  grains  alone,  however,  account- 
ed for  only  22  per  cent  of  the  plan, . reflecting  an  apparently  smaller  share 
of  bread  grains  in  the  total  Ukrainian  grain. crop  than  last  year. 

European  grain  markets 

The  Danubian  grain  markets  reported  a  brisk  export  business  during  the 
week  of  August  22,  Mr.  Dawson  cables,  but  the  markets  in  other  European  coun- 
tries ?/ere  mostly  qoiet.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Hamburg  declined 
5  cents  during  the  week  to  $1.74  per  bushel.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  rye 
at  Berlin  advanced  3  cents  to  $1.17  per  bushel. 

United  States  wheat  prices 

The  wheat  market  continues  to  show  the  depressing  effect  of  very  heavy 
supplies  of  cash  grain,    prices  'of  futures  have  been  erratic  and  closing 
pricer.  on  August  22  averaged  about  4  cents  below  their  level  of  the  preceding 
week  in  most  of  the  United  States  markets  and  at  Winnipeg  and  Liverpool. 
Cash  prices  in  United  States  markets  for  the  week  ended  August  16  averaged 
slightly  higher  than  for  the  previous  week,  averaging  125  cents  for  all  olasoes 
and  grades  at  6  markets  against  124  cents  a  week  earlier.     See  table,

■--The  1929  rye  production  in  14  countries  has  been  reported  at 
785,677,000  bushels  against  772,753,000  bushels  in  1923  when  these  countries 
represented  80  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  production  exclusive  of  Russia 
and  China.     The  estimates  of  production  in  Yugoslavia  and  Rumania  which  were 
received  too'  late  to  be  included  in  the  tables  published  last  week  are  now 
included  in  the  tables  on  page  358.    Production  in  Yugoslavia  is  'estimated 
at  9,527,000  bushels  and  in  Rumania  at  13,070,000  bushels 'both  of  which  are 
above  1928.  \ 


PEED  GRADTS 
Barley 

Total  barley  production  for  the  22  countries  which  have  reported  for 
1929  is  1,083,324,000  bushels  against  1,112,439,000  bushels  in  1928  when 
they  represented  65  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  barley  production 
exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.    Production  in  15  European  countries  now 
stands  at  547,379,000  bushels  against  525,353,000  bushels  in  1928  when  these 
countries  produced  over  two- thirds  of  the  total  European  crop  excluding  the 
Russian  crop.  '       ■  r   ' ':  •■ 

The  production  in  Rumania  has  been  revised  upward  and  is  now  placed 
at  117 , 119 , 000  bushels  which  is  nearly  70  per  cent  above  last  year  and  is 
the  first  time  barley  production  in  that  coimtry  has  passed  100,000,000 
bushels.    According  to  preliminary  estimates  the  surxolus  available  for  ex- 
port will  approach  close  to  85,000,000  bushels  and     is  reported,  to  be  of 
very  good  quality.    A  new  high  record  forharley  production  has  been  established 
in  Yugoslavia,         ,  Production  in  that  country  in  1929  is  estimated  at 
20,484,000  bushels  against  18,106,000  bushels  in  1928. 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  principal  countries,  United  States,  Canada,' 
Argentina  and  the  Danubian,  since  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  were 
12,340,000  bushels  against  7,390,000  bushels  during  the  same  period  last  year. 
Weekly  exports  from  United-  States  are  on  the  upward  trend  and  during  the  week 
ended  August  17  were  1,189,000  bushels."    Shipments  from  the  Danubian  countries 
show  a  substantial  increase  over  last  year.     From  July  1  to  August  3  shipments 
from  these  countries  totaled  2,533,000  bushels  against  350, 000  bushels  during 
the  same  period  last  year.    Exports  from  Canada  are  also  in  advance  of  last 
year  amounting  to  3,300,000  bushels  during  July  against  2,321,000  bushels 
during  July,  1928.     Stocks  of  barley  in  the  Western  Grain  Division  of  Canada 
stood  at  5,4-74,000  bushels  on  August  16  against  940,000  bushels  on  August  17, 
1928.     The  price  of  No..  2  barley  at  Minneapolis  declined  three  cents  during 
the  week  ended  August  16  to  61  cents  per  bushel.     During  the  corresponding 
week  last  year  it  declined  3  cents  to  62  cents  per  bushel.     See  tables  pages 
358,  360,  361  and  362. 
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Oats 

The  1929  oats  production  in  15  countries  is  reported  at  2,261,803,000 
bushels  against  2,495,031,000  bushels  in  1928  or  a  decrease  of  9.3  per  cent* 
Production  in  Europe  as  far  as  reported  is  above  last  year.     The  total  in 
12  countries  now  stands  at  1,040,926,000  bushels  or  an  increase  of  1.1  per 
cent  over  the  production  of  1,029,623,000  bushels  in  the  same  countries  in 
1928. 

'The  estimate  of  the  Rumanian  crop  has  been  revised  upward  to 
92,318,000  bushels 'of  which  over  35,000,000  bushels  will  be  available  for 
export  according  to  preliminary  estimates.     The  first  estimate  of  oats  pro- 
duction in  Yugoslavia  is  25,077,000  bushels"  against.  25,235,000  bushels  in 
1928.     The  Monthly  Agricultural  Report  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for 
Scotland,  dated  August  1  stated  that  the  reports  .on  the  oat  crop  in  that 
country  are  on  the  whole  very  satisfactory.    A  number -of  .fields  that  had  been 
damaged  by  grub  earlier  in  the  season  have  now  recovered  '.to  a  considerable 
extent,  and  for  the  country  as  a  whole  an  average  crop  is  expected. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States  from  July  1  to  August  17  were 
376,000  bushels  against  325,000  bushels  during  the  same  period  last  year. 
Stocks  of  oats  in  the  Western  Grain  Division  of  Canada  declined  400,000 
bushels  during  the  week  to  11,028,000  bushels  on  August  16  against  2,452,000 
bushels  on  August  17,  1928.     The  weekly  average  price  of  No.  3  white  oats 
at  Chicago  for  the  week  ended  August  16  was  43  cents  per  bushel  as  compared 
with  45  cents  during  the  week  ended  August  9  and  37  cents  per  bushel  during 
the  week  ended  August  17,  1928.     See  tables,  pages  359  to  362. 

Corn 

The  1929  corn  acreage  in  10  countries  is  reported  at  119,341,000 
acres  against  120,979,000  acres  in  1928.    These  totals  are  the  same  as  re- 
ported last  week.     The  1929  corn  acreage  in  Mexico  is  estimated  to  be  about 
30  per  cent  greater  than  in  1928  and  the  crop  has  developed  satisfactorily 
except  in  the  higher  regions  where  the  rainfall  has  been  deficient  and  the 
yield  is  expected  to  be  satisfactory.  '  Exports  of  corn  from  Argentina  dur- 
ing the  week  ended  August  17  were  5, 699, 000"  bushels  against  7,507,000 
bushels  during  the  previous  week.     Exports  from  the  United  States  during 
the  week  ended  August  17  were  119,000" bushels  against  178,000  bushels  dur- 
ing the  previous  week. 

The  price  of  No.  3  yellow  corn  at  Chicago  averaged  $1.02  per  bushel 
during  the  week  ended  August  .16.  an  advance  of  2  cents  over  the  average 
for  the  week  ended  August  9,  and  4  cents  above  the  average  for  the  cor- 
responding period  last  year.     September  futures  averaged  $1.01  per  bushel 
during  the  week  ended  August  9  and  August  16  as  compared  with  94  cents  and 
88  cents  during  the  same  weeks  last  year.    Buenos  Aires  September  futures 
averaged  88  cents    per  bushel  which  Was  the  same  as  the  previous  week  but 
6  cents  above  the  average  of  a  year  ago.    October  futures  at  Buenos  Aires 
averaged  89  cents  per  bushel  during  the  week  ended  August  16.     See  tables, 
pages  359  to  362. 
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POTATOES 

Potato  acreage  and  production 

The  combined  potato  acreage  of  the' United  States  and  Canada  for  1929 
is  3,938,000  acres,  which  is  11  per  cent  "below  the  1928  acreage  in  those  two 
countries.     The  acreage  in  the  United  States  is  3,370,000  acres,  or  12  per 
cent  below  1928.    The  acreage  in  Canada  is  estimated  at  568,000  acres  as 
compared  with  599,000  acres  in  1928,    Western  provinces  report  practically 
the  same  acreage  as  last  year.,  while  eastern  provinces    >report  from  slight 
to  heavy  decreases.    The  dry  season  has  had  a  very  adverse  effect  on  the 
prospects  for  a  heavy  yield  of  potatoes  this  year,  particularly  in  the 
Prairie  Provinces,    All  provinces,  except  Quebec  and  Ontario,  report  a  re- 
duced yield  in  viewe    These  two  provinces  report  conditions  favorable  for 
an  increased  yield.    Present'  indications  are  that  the  production  will  total 
80,800,000  bushels  as  compared  with  83,658,000  bushels  in  1928, 

Fifteen  European  countries  which  last  year  represented  abo;it  36  per 
cent  of  the  total  European  acreage  exclusive  of  Russia  have  a  combined 
acreage  of  9,697,000  acres  which  is  1,4  per  cent  above  the  1928  acreage  in 
those  countries.    The  only    countries  which  have  reported  a  decrease  as  com- 
pared with  1928  are,  Irish  Free  State,  Czechoslovakia  and  Rumania,  Estimates 
have  not  been  received  for  either  Germany  or  Poland,  which  aside  from  Russia, 
are  the  most  important  potato  producing  countries  in  Europe,    Acreage  in 
Prance,  which  ranks  next  to  Poland,  has  been  increased  to  3,657,000  acres 
as  compared  with  3,614,000  acres  in  1928,  .Production  estimates  are  avail- 
able for  only  6  European  countries  which  in  1928  represented  less  than  10 
per  cent  of  the  total  European  crop  exclusive  of  Russia,    The  total  crop 
as  reported  by  these  6  countries  is  279,221,000  bushels  against  327,330,000 
bushels  in  1928,    The  production  estimates  received  to  date  are  Belgium, 
112,729^000  bushels,  Bulgaria,  2,293,000  bushels,  Finland  25,794,000  bush- 
els, Malta  1,089,000  bushels,  Netherlands  109,428,000  bushels  and  Switzerland

COTTON    .  : 

Wages  reduced  in  British  cotton  textile  industry 

The  committee  to  arbitrate  differences  in  the  British  cotton  textile 
strike  have  decided  upon  a  6.41  per  cent  reduction  in  wages,  according  to  a 
cablegram  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London,  received  in  the 
Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.    Members  of  the 
Spinners  Federation,  including  most  all  of  the  British  cotton  mills,  had  de- 
mandeqwa  12-1/2  per  cent  reduction  in  wages,  and  employees  had  struck.  At 
the  cessation  of  the  dead-lock  both  parties  agreed  to  an  arbitration  commit- 
tee.   The  committee  held  private  hearings  and  arrived  at  a  decision,  which 
practically  split  differences.    Neither  side  claims  the  decision  will  solve 
the  difficulties,  but  it  at  least  furnishes  a  working  arrangement. 
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Larger  cotton  acreage  in  India 

The  area  planted  to  cotton  in  India  up  to  August  1  of  this  year  is 
estimated  at  15,885,000  acres  or  104  per  cent  of  the  area  planted  up  to 
the  same  date  last  year,  according  to  a  cable  received  by' the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  from  the  Indian  Department  of  Statistics  at  Calcut- 
ta.   The  revised  estimate  of  total  area  planted  to  cotton  in  India  last 
season  was  26,484,000  acres.    During  the  last  fifteen  years  the  estimate 
o"f  the  area  planted  to  cotton  in  India  up'  to  August  1  has  averaged  54;2 
per  cent  of  the  final  estimate  and  the  range  has  been  from  47.5  per  cent 
to  66.7  per  cent  of  the  final  estimate. 


TOBACCO 

German  tobacco  crop  reports  favorable  •• 

The  condition  of  the  new  German  tobacco  crop  late  in  July  was  re- 
ported by  trade  sources  ,  as  generally  good,  according  to  a  report  from 
American  Vice  Consul  G.  Ernest  Black  at  Bremen.    The  crop  in  some  sections 
was  damaged  by  hail  and  brown  rust,  but  it  is  said  that  the  crop  as  a 
whole  was  not  materially  affected.    The  late  plantings  are  reported  to  have 
reached  a  good  height,    The  leaves  of  early  planted  tobacco,  which  have  un- 
dergone topping,  are  stated  to  have  developed  well  in  size,  but  more  rain 
is  needed  to  prevent  too  rapid  maturity,  reports  Mr,  B&fcek*    An  earlier 
statement  on  German  tobacco  appeared  in  "Pferreign  Crops  and  Markets,"  July 
22,  1929,  page  143, 

Larger  New  Zealand  tobacco  crop 

The  production  of  tobacco  in  Hew  Zealand  this  season  is  estimated 
at  about  500,000  pounds  of  cured  leaf  from  a  harvested  area  of  about 
ljOOO  acres,  according  to  Assistant  Trade  Commissioner  C.  P.  Kunkel  at 
Wellington.    No  figures  for  1927-28  are  available,  but  the  area  that  year 
was  estimated  at  690  acres.    Of '  the  approximately  5,000,000  pounds  con- 
sumed in  Ue*w  Zealand  only  some  345,000  pounds  were  supplied  by  New  Zealand 
growers.    During  the  calendar  year  1928,  ,3,488,000  pounds  of  manufactured 
tobacco  were  imported,  of  which  the  ahare  of  the  United  Kingdom  was  over 
50  per  cent,  and  of  the  United  States,  about  10  per  cent.     In  addition, 
1,134,000  pounds  of  unmanufactured  tobacco  were  imported,  practically  en- 
tirely from  the  United  States.    The  New  Zealand  takings  of  American  tobacco 
consist  predominantly  of  flue-cured  tobacco. 
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SUGAR  BEETS 

The  condition  of  sugar  "beets  in  most,  of  the  European  countries  is 
reported  as  favorable,  . according  to  F.;- 0.  lich't  *  s»  Monthly  Report  of  July 
31.    Complaints  refer  mostly  to  lack  of  rain  and  .in  .some  countries  to 
damage  from  insect  pests.     In  all  German  sugar  beet,  districts  the  plants 
showed  mostly  a  healthy  and  vigorous  stand,  ..'although  more  rain  was  needed. 
Damage  from  insect  pests  had  "been  practically  checked.     In  Czechoslovakia 
the  stand  of  beets  was  reported  as  satisfactory  to  good  without  exception. 
The  condition  of  beets  as  reported  by  the  Experimental  Station  of  the 
Czechoslovak! an  Sugar  Industry  at  the  middle  of  July  was  as  follows:  8 
per  cent  of  the  sugar  beet  fields  were  very  good,  69  per  cent  good,  21  per 
cent  satisfactory  and  two  -per  cent  poor.    Italy  reports  an- excellent  stand 
of  beets  and  a  . record  crop  is  expected.    Harvesting' 'of  the  crop  was  ex- 
pected to  begin  on  July  29, 'with  most  of  the  factories  in  activity  the  first 
we.ek  of  August.    Weather  conditions  in  Austria  so  far  had  been,  very  favor- 
able to  the  development  of  the  beet  roots..    The  stand,  of  beets  was  said  to  - 
be  good  to  very  good. 

France  has  suffered  from  very  dry  weather,    XscaX  rainstorms  espe'c-- 
ially  in  the  vicinity  of  Paris  relieved  the  situation  somewhat..    In  these 
districts  therefore  the  stand  wf  beets  'was  satisfactory  but  'in  other  re- 
gions rain  was  badly  needed.    Belgium  and  llether lands  both  report  very  warm 
weather.     In  Belgium  a  rather  good  crop  is  expected  although  there  has  been 
seme  complaint    of  lack  of  rain.     In  Netherlands  the  beets  have  developed 
very  well  except  in  the -northern  provinces,  where  the  stand  of  beets  is 
about  2  or  3  weeks  in  arrear  owing  to  the  late  sowings  as  well  as  to  consid- 
erable damage  from  beet  flies.  '  Poland  reports  that  the. stand  of  beets  in 
that  country  may  be  considered  as  normal  except  in  the  late  sown  fields  and 
in  those  which  had  to  be  resown.    There  had/been  no  serious  damage  from 
disease  or  insect  pests  at  the  time  of  the- -'report.    In  Rumania  and  Russia'  , 
caterpillars  of  the  meadow  butterfly,  have  done  rather  severe  damage.  There 
has  been  very  little  complaint  of  other  insect  pests. 


HOPS 

Hop3  in  England  are  developing  rapidly  and  prospects  are  for  a 
healthy  crop  of  excellent  quality,  according  to  a  trade  report  of  August 
12,  1929.     The  dry  weather  which  prevailed  during  the  greater  part  of. the 
summer  was  followed  by  rain  which  has  been  very  beneficial  to  the  hop 
plantations.     A  letter  from  Hugh  Baird  &  S*ns,  ltd.,  a  brewing  firm  in  Lon- 
don, to  Agricultural  Commissioner  E.  A.  Foley,  states  that  the  English  fiop 
Growers,  Ltd.,  has  decided  to  go  into  liquidation.     The  1P29  English 
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hop  crop  probably  will  be  sold  on  the  open  market  and  considerably  lpyjer 
prices  are  anticipated. 


FRUIT,    VEGETABLES  AIBNUTS 


CANADIAN  FRUIT  CROP  PROSPECTS:    The  Canadian  commercial  apple  crop 
prospects  reported  on  August  1,  indicated  a  yield  of  3,599,955  "barrels  or 
11  per  cent  above  the  1923  crop  of  3,235,970  barrels  and  20  per  cent  above 
the  five  year  average  of  2,085,310  barrels  according  to  the  report  of  the 
Emit  Brance  of  the  Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture  received  by  the 
Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.    Nova  Scotia  leads 
with  a  large  crop  of  good  quality  fruit,  with  Ontario  and  Quebec  reporting 
somewhat  smaller  increases.    Hew  Brunswick  reports  a  crop  similar  to  last 
year  while  in  British  Columbia  a  considerable  decrease  from  the  bumper  crop 
of  1928  is  expected.    Indications  are  general  that  the  fruit  will  be  of 
good  size  and  color  and  fairly  clean.     C-rapes  will  produce  a  heavier  tonnage 
than  last  year;  peaches  approximately  the  same  while  pears,  plums  and  prunes 
are  considerably  lighter.    Pears  show  a  25  per.  cent  reduction  in  British 
Columbia  and  plums  are  only  50  per  cent  of  last  year's  crop  in  Ontario.  See 
Foreign  Service  release  F.S./F-83,  August  22,  1929, 

FRUIT  CROP  CONDITIONS  IN  ENGLAND:    The  report  on  the  English  fruit 
crop  compiled  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  the  end  of 
July  states  that  a  moderate  amount  of  dropping/ apples  is  reported  and  the 
fruit  is  rather  small.    Among  dessert  varieties  Worcester  Pearmain  promise 
well  and  Allingtons,  James  Grieve  and  Beauty  of  Beth  are  from  fair  to  good, 
but  Cox's  Orange  are  light  in  most  places.    Early  Victoria,  Grenadier  and 
other  early  culinary  varieties  are  fair  +o  good,  and  Bramley's  are  good  in 
Kent,  but  later  varieties  are  on  the  whole,  below  average.     Cider  apples 
are  patchy  and  prospects  are  less  favorable  although  an  average  crop  may  be 
gathered  in  some  places.     Conference  and  Fertility  pears  are  bearing  better 
than  most  other  varieties.    Plums  are  variable  with  Pershore  Egg  above  aver- 
age and  Purple  Pershore  very  fair.     Czar  and  Prolific  are  good,  Monarch 
average,  but  Victoria" are  generally  below  average    although  good  in  some 
places.     Greengages  are  generally  poor  but  damson  crops  are  expected  to  be 
average , 
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LOWER  CANADIAN  BUTTER  PRODUCTION  ICR  1928;  CHEESE  UP:    Butter  pro- 
duction fell  off  and  cheese  production  increased  in  Canadian  factories  dur- 
ing 1928,  according  to  preliminary  figures  for  that  year.    Butter  produc- 
tion, which  amounted  to  176,979,000  pounds  in  1927.,  is  placed  at  170,353,000 
pounds  for  1928,  a  decrease  of "3.8  per  cent.    The  decline  in  butter  output, 
however,  was  more  than  equaled  by  increased  importation,,  the  total  esti- 
mated consumption  having  increased  from -273,431,000  pounds  in' 1927  to 
283,029,000  pounds  for  last  year.    Production  of  cheese  increased  from 
138,057,000  pounds  in  1927  to  143,590,000  pounds  in  the  following  year. 
Total  estimated  consumption  of  that  product  is. estimated  for  1928  at 
34,197,000  pounds  against  32,202,000  pounds  in  the  preceding  year. 

RECORD  DAIRY  PRODUCTION  IN  SWITZERLAND:    Production  of  milk  in 
Switzerland  during  1928  was  the  heaviest  on  record,  "according  to  figures 
of  the  Swiss  Milk  Commission  published  in  a  report  from  Consul  Donald  R. 
Heath  at  Berne,    Milk  production  in  that  year  amounted  to  6,191,000,000 
pounds  against  5,948,000,000  pounds  in  1927  and  6,066,000,000.  pounds  for 

1926,  -the  previous  record  year.    The  average  yield  per  cow  per  year  has 
risen  from  6,173  pounds  in- 1921  to  6,834  pounds  for  1928.    In  the  latter 
year  the  number  of  cows  stood  at  880,000  against  746,591  in  1921.  Milk 
goats  have  been  decreasing,  going  from  about  240,000  in  1921  to  200,000 
for  last  year.     Cheese  production  in  1926  reached  155, 984,000  pounds,  and 
that  year  was  regarded  as  one  of  over-production.    A  decline  followed  in 

1927,  but  last  year  the  figure  was  156,000,000  pounds.     Since  price's  are 
reported  as  having  been  fairly  satisfactdry,  it  appears  that  production  of 
that  volume  is  no  longer  burdensome  to  the  export  markets. 


LIVESTOCK,    MEAT    AND  WOOL 


GERMAN  PORK  PRODUCTION  LARGER  IN  JULY:     German  receipts  of  hogs  and 
slaughter  during  July  were  larger  than  in  June,  but  still  considerably  vmder 
last  year!s  figures  and  under  those  of  most  recent  months.    Receipts  at  14 
markets  reached  263,000  head  in  July,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Act- 
ing Agricultural  Commissioner  O.  L.  Dawson  at  "Berlin*    That  figure  was 
about  20,000  head  above  the  June  level,  but  some  ,.,6,000  head  under  last 
year.     July  1929  slaughter  at"  3-6  centers  went  up  to  about  340,000  head, 
against  387,000  head  for  July,  1928,    Bacon  importa  for  July,  this  year, 
however,  were  larger  than  for  any  month  since  January  at  1,102,600  pounds, 
most  of  which  came  from  the  Netherlands,    Last  year's  figure  was  422,000 
pounds.    In  lard,  the  bulk  cf  which  comes  from  the  Unites  States,  current 
import  figures  reached  14,330,000  pounds,  an  increase  over  June  figures 
and  those  of  last  year.
